Price of Provision- —It appears by the English 
papers, that provisions are as low, generally in 
Great Britain, as in most of our principal cities. — 
The best beef 6d. a pound; butter from 7d. to 9d; 
candles 6d. per Ib. and so on. The difference lies 
inthe vast disproportion of wages and in the taxes. 
Ilere a mechanic receives from a dollar to ten, and 
oftentimes twelve shillings a day. In many places 
of England, scarcely a third of that sum is paid = 
while the taxes are so great as to reduce even that 
sum to amere pittance. It cannot be a matter of 
surprise, under these circumstances, that a third of 
the population of England is actually dependent on 
public charity for subsistence.
